AN INTERVIEW BY PROXY 


And the outiook for an Interview was b'ue tn- 
Geed. when it suddenly’ occurred to him that his 
friend, Representative Howells of Utah. could 
do any amount of talking for him without in- 
curring anybody’s displeasure. Whenrte it. -hap- 
pens that this is an interview by proxy. | 


An appointment was made with Mr. Howeal's 
for ll o'clock next day, and the proxy Interview 


- took place in the Mormon representative's pri- 


vate sitting room at the Dewey Hotel 


I began by referring to the incident of Senator 
Bmoot’s mother anf thee handcart. and. that 
evoked from Mr. Howells a little historical 
sketch of the Mormon emigranis emerg ng from 
the mountaine—those red mountains that look 
@o Savage and desolate from the Union Pacific 
rallway—and looking out upon Salt Lake val- 
«Se. That wee on July 2, 1847—Utah’ 8 nata! day.

Brigham Young. who had been sick. announced 
that he had received a revelation that this was 
the destined home of the Latter Day Saints, 
and raising himself on his cot as he surveyed 
the barren prospect, he sald, “Bear a little to 
the right.’ 

But the Mormonism of ‘47 was not so much to 
the point as the Mormonism of today I gently 
approached the subfect of polygamy. Mr. How- 
ells responded with perfect frankness. He has 
a vigorous way of emphasizing his points by 
ihumping the arm of his chair. 

‘This I will say,”’ he said. “The best, the most 
exeniplary men among us, the men of the most 
profound moral convictions and persona) upright- 
ness. the men of greatest intellectual and spir- 
itual caliber—in a word. the men who were nat- 
ural leaders—have been polygamists.”’ 

“You're an exception to that.” interrupted Me. 
Howells’ secretary with a- smile. 

Mr. Howells waived the exception and intro- 
duced me to the sé@cretary, an agreeable and 
son of the Mormon pres!i- 
dent, George Q, Cannon—who thereafter took 
part tn the conversation: 

“There has never been In the history of man- 
kind.’” continued Mr. Howells, “a system of 
polygamy comparable to ours, unless it was 
among the ancient patriarchs.’’ 


IN DEFENSE OF POLYGAMY 


He thumped on the arm of his chair. The sec- 
retary nodded. I settled myself to listen atten- 
tively—there was no need for prompting. 

“The man entering into polyeamyp feels that 
he is assuming a sacred responsfdility. The 
father of two families, or more, as the case may 
be, must be a wise man. a just man, a man of 
wholly remarkable virtues’ and talents, if he is 
to succeed—and such were the men who did 
enter into that state. It means a life of self- 
denial. of entire consecration to others. It 
means having every step acrutinized,, never 
taking an unwise course. I have never been in 
polygamy myself'’—— 

“But you had the opportunity," 
young Mr. Cannon, the secretary. 


What he meant was that at the time of the 
passage of the Edumunds act, prohibiting po- 
lygamy, Mr. Howells was old enough to have 
already. acquired as many wives as he pleased. 

“Well, I was 25 at that time,” sald Mr. H@w- 
ellis dublously. 

As the Edmunds act was passed ifn 1882, 
representative is 47,

“For my part I never felt that I possessed the 
commanding moral qualfications for assum!ng 
that solemn obligatton,”’ continued“Mr. Howe'ls. 
“but I can imagine the feeling of responsibilty 
and self-sacrifice with which I would ap- 
proach it.

marraige—the man who fails to retain the 


nffections and respect of his wives and cbhil- 
dren—loses caste itn the community.”

“Have you not known of failures 
among monogamous marriages?’

“What do you mean by a plural marriage be- 
ing successful?’ I aeked. 

“I mean a happy adjustment of relations 
among all parties and the rearing of a large. 
healthy and prosperots family; the sons of the 
different: wives living together in amity, the 
wives loving one another ae sisters." 

“In tt customary for plural wives to love one 
another as sisters?’ 

“Yes. Not demonstratively, perhaps. but in 4 
family such as | describe as sucoessful they do 
regird one another with a sisterly a ion.” 

“Is a plural family a source of w hr" 

“No, but it is a source of self-eupport. There 
are manrav ceases of that kind. I know of one. 1 
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m which a man“has four wives, 
and each wife has her own little estate which 
she cultivates—raising pigs, chickens and so on. 
Each property is self-supporting under the ad- 
ministration of the wife under the direction of 
the husband. who visits ai] ard exercises a 
general supervision over their affairs. Families 
of that kind are a mode! of organization.’’ 

I did not quite see the distinction between 
plural families as a source of wealth and a 
source of self-support—or, rather.“why if they 
were the latter thev should not become the 
formér—but I did not care to press the point. 

“Organization.”” continued Mr. Howells with 
some fervor, “ls the keynote of Mormon suc- 
cess. Order is the first law of heaven'’’ 


He spoke of families of 40 containing 
healthy, capable men. Such families are the 
pride of Utah. The thought of a man with many 

wives suggested certain domestic problems to 
my monogamous mind.. When a polygamous 
Mormon has to go home to dress for dirner. for 
example, which home does he go to? | longed 
to inquire, but feared to be thought frivolous. 


IF THE FIRST WIFE OBJECTS 


I had heard Senator Smoot sav that the pros 
portion of plural marraiges in Utah had not 
been more than 5 per cent, and that among the 
younger generation polygamy was dying of nat- 
ural causes, such as the increased cost of living. 
Representative Howells confirmed this. Eyx- 
plaining the alleged small percentage of plural 
marriages he said: 


‘Thousands have acquiesced in polygamy as a 
doctrine, but never practiced it. The respohel- 
bility ie tou grave a one to be undertaken I'ght- 
ly. To begin with, the support of plural wives 
entalle an expense that not every man can 
undertake. <Anether deterent influence is the 
neceselty of convincing the first wife that plural 
marriage is a desirable condition. Sometimes the 
firet wife is not to be convinced.” 

To the Gentile mind there is a whimstica) sug- 
gestiveness In the thought of a fond husband 
striving eloquently to convince madame that 
she would be happier if he presented her with 
a little sister, but p'ease remember that this ts 
a serious conversation. 


THE MORMON PROFESSOR 


And here another person interposed—a tall, 
good-looking, bearded young man. who had en- 
tered some minutes previously and had sat tn 
silence at the other end of the room.

AN OLD EXPANDED 


The Maker of Guns Will Not Compete 
With Santos-Dumont, but Will 
Have a Concession. :

LONDON, April 2.—Sir Hiram Maxim's | 
newest “flying appardtus,’’ which will be 
on show at the St. Louls Exposition, is not 
an advance in aerial self-pulsion. It is 
only a captive fying machine, an Ingenious 
variation of the popular merry-go-round 
with flying machines for cars. It is a 
round-about of which the revolving bodies 
are suspended in the afr. 

The round-about, which is 206 feet in cir- 
cumference, is a considerable héight from 
the ground. Hanging around the rim by 
steel wire ropes are cars shaped. like fish, 
each car holding four people. 

Below the platforms, by which the peo- 
ple mount the ears, is a powerful engine 
capable of rotating the cars at a speed of 
60 miles an hour. The rim itself does not 
move at that speed, but as it goes around 
faster and faster the cars fly out further 
and further until instead of describing a 
circle 6 feet in diameter,.and 200 feet in 
circumference they are moving around one 
which is 200 feet in dlameter and more than 
600 feet in circumference. 

The.cars are filled with screens at the 
tail of the fish and with aeropanes laid 
horizontally across the top, By these 
means the cars as they whirl around are 
made to form some complicated evolu- 
tions. 


SANTOS-DUMONT WILL

He seemis to be willing as evér 
to discuss his plan in this line, but wil 
say not a word concerning his private af- 
fairs further than to assert positively that 
there fs no truth in th@ report of his en- 
gagement to Miss Spreckels, the daughter 
of the American sugar king. He says.he is 

not engaged to her or to anyone else. 

Santos-Dumont expresses Keen satisfac- 
tion with all of the arrangements in his 
behalf for the St. Louis Fair, and says he 
will return to America in 10 weeks with 
his airship No. 7, although the imclem- 
ency of the weather has interfered some- 
what with his preliminary experiments 
with the machine stoeechis return to Paris. 

Iienry Deutsch, another noted aeronaut 
and ‘giver of the Deutsch prize of $20,900, 
won by Santos-Dumont for circling the 
Eiffel tower, has just given $6000 to the 
aero club, to be offered as a prize for the 
inventor of the first aeroplane, or appara- 
tus heavier than air that will sall through 
the air for a distance of one kilometer 
(five-eighths of a mile) and return. Friends 
of Santos-Dumont expect him to enter the 
competition.

Sent to Ascertain What Americans 
Are Like, He Makes Astound- 
ing Discoveries. “7

PARIS, April 2.—Jules Huret, the French 

writer sent by the Figaro to explore the 
United States and téll Parisians what the 
Worlds Fair at St. Lou's would show, 
never tires of recounting his strange dis- 
coveries in America. He is wont to e4press 
the greatest amazement at the conditions 
prevailing among the domestic servants of 
the United States, and his stories about 
them sound like chapters from some won- 
derland. Surely they must come as a rév- 
elation to the working classes of Europe, 
and passibly to some of those of America 
itself. 

“Peasants from the mountains of Calabre 
or Piedmont, or the turfeof Ireland are 
completely transformed in America,” says 
Hvuret. ‘“‘There many of the rich were mere 
paupers yesterday. Under their new in- 
dependence they have persons serving them 
in domestic fashion who are their equals 
in every way except financially. These 
rich have no more intelligence or educa- 
tion or polish, for that matter, than the 
peasants serving them. 

“They are all much alike in appearance. 
All wear the same kind of clothing, are all 
clean shaven and look alike. The million- 
aire merely sprang from the peasant class 
of Germany, England, Ireland, Scandinavia, 
Switzerland or the Tyrols, just as their 
servants of today sprang from the same 
sources. From the moment of their arrival! 
in América all strive to the same end, the 
accumulation of riches, and in that purpose 
the appearance of servility, to which they 
were born, leaves them completely. 

“In my own experience in that country 
I have met servants who, by chance, tum- 


bling on generous masters with liberal 
guests, have made from $2000 to $3000 a 


year, and that entirely without the knowl- 
edge of their masters. 


Fabulous Wages 


of Domestics. 

“The lack of a sufficient number of per- 
sons of the servant class keeps up, the 
wages almost to fabulous figures. Few 
servants can be found that are receiving 
less than $20 a month. Coachmen can com- 
mand from $80 to $100 and chefs double that 
sum. No chambermaid can be found who 
will demean herself by biacking her 
master’s boots, or washing even the lace 
handkerchiefs of her mistress. A special 
woman must needs come to the house to 
wash the windows or 
wax the floors.” 

‘But these are only~a few of the strange 
discoveries made by the Frenchman dur- 
ing his_tour of America. It was while he 
was exploring Chicago that a fellow coun- 
tryman gave him some new ideas of things 
in *Ameriqa. From his compatriot he got 
this startling scheduie of household ex- 
penses in what he regarded as a modest 
home: 

‘Cook, $25 a month; chambermaid, $20 a 
month; washerwoman, three days a week, 
$14 a month; general house cleaning, 
scorned by the average housemaid, $12 a 
month; gardener, who will occasionally 
consent to scrub an automobile $380 a 
month. And all the servants must have 
at least two afternoons a week” 

Americans in Paris think Huret has a 
few things still to discover in America 
concerning things domestic. ®

When his chance came the count took 
the floor, looking small but “killing.”” He 
protested Against making such an appro- 
priation on the ground that it would be 
an_insult to Catholic France. since Presi- 
dent Loubet’s visiting list for the visit 
did not Include the Pope. Regardless of 
cries of dissent, his language became un 
parliamentary and austere. 

F’x-Premier Brisson, rising, scolded him 
as he might have done a schoolboy. An- 
other man would have been taken serlous- 
a when he said: 


the head of France, who is about to salute 
the representative of a dynasty which 
deepoiled the pontificate.”’ 

Ihis utterance was greeted by indignant 
protests as an insult to a friendly nation, 
and Count Boni took his seat in glacial si- 
lence, but always beautiful.

FROM COCO AIVER| 


Nicaraguan Company Sends Little In- 
dians to United States To Be 
Educated as Teachers. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 2.—J. Deit- 
rick, general manager of the United States 
and Nicaragua Co., a corporation organized 
last year in Pittsburg, with a capitalization 
of $11,000,000, arrived in the city on the 
steamship Nicaragua. With him came four 
little Indian children. 

Mr. Delitrick is taking the Indian children 
to Washington to be educated, after which 
they will return to Nicaragua and act as 


instructors to their people. 

The little Indians are bright children, 
every one of them. They are all of the 
Miskiti tribe, inhabiting the banks of the 
Coco river. Two of them are the children 
of Andrew Hendy, chief of the Miskitos, 
and the other two are from the western 
part of the country. They came up on 
the shfo in their native costumes and had 
their first introduction to the hardship of 
wearing American clothes on their arrival 
here. when Mr. Deitrick took them into one 
of the Canal street stores and had them all 
fitted out-completely. The oldest girl dis- 
carded her crude, native dress for one of 
finer material and more brilliant color, and 
it was the color that reconciled her to it 
more than she would have been otherwise. 
On her feet big American-made shoes were 
placed, probably the largest size ever put 
on a girl of her , for Miskito Indian 
maidens are not like the Chinese in the 
matter of footwear. 

The boy, Fernando, aged 8 years, is a 
bright and active little fellow, full of vim 

humor. The three girls are aged 6, 8 
and 13 years. Their healthy looks speak 
well for the climate of northern Nicaragua 
and the hardihood of the Miskito Indians. 
Mr. Deitrick proposes to have them all 
educated for teachers. When they become 
fitted for that work they will return to the 
Coco country and teach in the schools that 
are being founded by the American com- 
pany. One school has already been estab- 
lighed. it is 1837 miles up the Coco river. 

Prof. R. C. Nichols of Wapokonito, 0., 
is in charge of the educational work. A 
meee of school bufldings are to he 
erected 

There will be separate institutions for the 
sexes. An orphans’ home, a mechanical 
and tndtustrial institute and a hospital will 
be part of the general system. Mr. Deit- 
rick employs a large force of labor for the 
several industries that his company carries 
on, and believes that better results can be 
obtained from educated labor than from the 
raw and ignorant native. For that reason, 
and because the Miskitos have never in the 
past had any educational advantages, Mr. 
Deitrick has determined upon,the estab- 
lishment of the school system.

Seaton 
was arrested and/did not deny the murder.

Our commanding officer (Capt. Marshafri) 
ordered the ship's doctor and hospital at- 
tendant,‘to go abroad the ill-fated vessel 
and lend all the aid possible to the 
wounded. Our boat returned shortly and 
made a report, and, needless to say, it was 
anythirg but good. From our hospital 
corps men we got the following: Thirty 
men killed outright; others dying, many 
with arms and legs blown off. The sight 
was terrible to gaze on. In one place a 
whole gun's crew was killed outright while 
manning the gun. 

The gun and carriage was blown into 
splinters. The dead 4nd dying covered her 
decks. Every one on board seemed dazed. 
There ,were about thirty men killed and 
fifty wounded. There were four officers 
killed, two of them being blown away with 
The captain aurvived, but It 
is a wonder, as everything was terribly 
wrecked about him. 

About 2:45 o'clock It 
Variag was settling, and the order was 
passed’ to abandon shipboats from the 
Italian, French and English ships, also two 
boats from the Vicksburg were soon along- 
sinde, taking officers and men from the 
doomed craft that three hours previous 
was a formidable-looking sea fighter. In 
less than thirty minutes she was abandoned 
and left to her fate. 

By 3°30 o'clock the fire that had been 
smoldering in her cabins broke out afresh 
and shells and small.ammunition exploding 
with great force, at short intervals, greatly 
epreading the fiames to other parts of the 
ship. We expected her magazines to ex- 
plode, but thev aid not. 

At 5:30 o’clock the English cruiser Talbot 
had taps blowr. for the cead who would 
shortly go to a watery grave. Af four bells,

The Korietz headed, 
under full speed, into the thickest of it 
and came out without a scratch.

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WALL STREET REVIEW. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, April &—Teday’s steck 
market was an insignificant affair, as was 
to be expected or a two-hour session be- 
tween two holidays, The fact that the 
London market was closed today was an 
additional incentive to absenteeism on the 
part of the stock exchange members. 

The drift of prices was sluggish through- 
oul. The Pacitic stocks especially receded 
from their recent prominence in the mar- 
ket. People’s Gas suffered from a move- 
ment to take profits en the recent consid- 
erable rise and was a depressing influence 
on the general list. 

The weather bureau ‘crop bulletin and the 
weekly reviews of the commercial agencies 
were not sufficiently cheerful to induce any 
buying of stocks, but there was no urgent 
pressure to sell, 

The bank statement revealed the large 
transactions which have been going on in 
the money market, but the maintenance 
of last week’s full surplus by the offsetting 
of other items and the extreme case now, 
ruling in the money market prevented any 
anxiety over the banking situation. 

The cash item reflected’ the receipts of 
goverment deposits from interior banks 
coming over from last week's operations. 
The government deposits included in the 
deposit item amount to $56,107,400, compared 
with $45,948,100 last week. 

The expansion of nearly $15,000,000 in the 
loan item is/ considered corroborative of 
the rumors of the large loans contracted 
during the week in connection with steck 
market operations. Yesterday's payment 
of subscriptions to the $50,000,000 Pennsyl- 
vania note issue probably figures in this 
item also. The market closed easy on a 
late selling movement. Total sales of 
bonds, *par value, $1,540,000. 

Prices of stocks have moved in an irreg- 
ular way during the week, with numerous 
reactions, but the undertone has been 
strong. and there has been a considerable 
broadening of interest in the market. The 
principal market influence was the disso- 
lution of the Northern Securities Co., and 
its supposed consequences, but it is prob- 
able that a revival of speculative interest 
would have occurred anyhow as an out- 
come of the factors usually operative in 
the spring of the year, when the outlook 
for future business naturally begins to 
take form and money. conditions at the re- 
serve centers are likely to afford facilities 
for speculative operations. 

The check to the late furious speculation 
forces, which have returned to the stock 
market for lack of other available fields, 
and the lack and the volume and the char- 
acter of the transactions in the great Pa- 
cific & Transcontinental Railroad stocks 
rive ample warrant for the prevalent as- 
sumption that important operations are 
working out in that field designed to es- 
tablish financial policies on the part of 
rreat forces of railroad capital.

Coming Statement of Steel Corpora- 
tion Will Serve as Industrial 
Landmark.

Gress Receipts of Chicago Fair Con- 
cessions Reached Over Sixteen 
and One-Half Millions. 
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FAIR'S SHARE $4,237,563.95 
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St. Louis Exposition Show Men Ex- 
pect to Take in at Least One- 
Third More Than Chicago. 


WV sriasi FAIR concessionaires are 


studying carefully the statistics 

of the Chicago concessions de- 
partment. Chicago had 370 concessions; St. 
Louis will have about the same number, 300 
having now been let. 

The St. Louis shows will cost about $10,- 
000,000. Two shows, the Tyrolean Alps and 
Jerusalem, cost $750,000 and $550,000 respect- 
ively. Twenty other shows cost $100,000 
each. There are 48 amusements on the Pike 
and 60 restaurant cgncessions on the Fair 


grounds. The balance of the 350 are novel- 


ties. 

Chicago had 29 restaurants and 544 Midway 
attractions. Chicago. Fair visitors spent 
$1,097,975.34 for soft drinks, $155,687.45 for to- 
bacco, cigarettes and cigars and $290,370.63 
for confections. 

The gross receipts of the Chicago restau- 
rants were $5,016,609.34. The admissions to 
concessions amounted to $3,420,704.85. tn ad- 
dition to this $821,072.80 was paid for ad- 
mission to subsidiary attractions inside the 
main concessions. 

The total gross receipts of all conces- 
sions were $16,583,051.53. Of this the Exposi- 
tion received as its share $4,237.95 or 25.55 
per cent of the gross receipts. 

Of the attractions on the Chicago Mid- 
way, the Streets of Cairo led in receipts 
with $787,826.95. The Ferris wheel was sec- 
ond with a total of $733,086.60. The German 
Village heid third place with $622,500.30. The 
Cologne Cathedral model had the lightest 
receipts, amounting to $211.55. 

The percentages to be paid the St. Louis 
Exposition Co. will be approximately the 
Same as those paid in Chicago. St. Louis 
concessionaires expect receipts at least one- 
third greater than those at Chicago.

Those of the Thibetans who tried to climb 
the wall were met with a terrible magazine 
rifle fire, but they did not falter, those be- 
hind springing over the heaps of dead and 
continuing the fight until riddled with bu 
lets When finally the Thibetans retired 
they tramped back slowly and. stead- 
lly, though followed by a hail of bullets.

Henry A. Bogardus Was Personally 
Known to 100,000 Telegraphers 
and Railroad Men—Never 
Stopped Traveling. 


Henry A. Bogardus, familiarly Known as 
“Bogy.’’ wherever a telegraph sounder 
clicks throughout the United States or in 
South America and Mexico. is dead. 

About 50.000 telegraphers are believed to 
have been acquainted with ‘‘Bogy,” either 
by sight or by ‘“‘touch,”’ for he was the 
great American traveler, and never al- 
lowed his feet to grow cold on the land. 

He was equally well known on all the 
railroads that traverse the country, and 
although he frequently walked he generally 
traveled free on the railroads on account 
of his wide acquaintance, and his genial 
way of ingratiating himself into the good 
graces of conductors, brakemen and even 
officials. 

‘““‘Bogy’’ was born at Amsterdam, N. Y.., 
Feb. 18, 1837, and entered the telegraph 
service at Schenectady, N. Y., for. the 
Schenectady & Utica railroad. 

In 1856 he came to St. Louis and remained 
until the breaking out of the war, when he 
was transferred to Gen. Fremont’s head- 
quarters as an operator in the military tele- 
graph service. He then went to Gen. Hal- 
lock’s headquarters where he first became 
known as “Boggy.” | 

Then he went to the war department at 
Washington, until Gen. McClellan moved 
his army to Ship Point. where he served 
until the seven days’ retreat. 

In 1869 he lost his wife and two children 
and became a wanderer. 

He worked intermittently in Detroit. 
Buffalo, Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis, 
ahd, in fact, In almost, all the large cities. 
While in San Francisco‘he took a voyage 
to Japan and China. ) 

“Bogy”’ crossed the American continent 
about 3 times, and it is known that twice 
he walked the entire distance from San 
Francisco to-Omaha and back. 

There is not a town or city in the United 
States which he had not visited, and he 
was famillar with every foot of American 
territory. 

“Bogy’ accompanied aeronauts on mofe 
than 100 baloon ascensions, and was many 
times under the sea in @ving armor. 

He had a remarkable record in the way 
of railroad wrecks, always managing to 
escape without injury. He was in the 
Ashtabula railroad disaster, and’ escaped 
death by being pulled through one of the 
car windows after the car had fallen with 
the bridge 100 feet into the creek, covered 
with snow and ice.

He had read a great deal 
and seen and heard more, and his judg- 
ment on geéreral topics was usually sound. 

Although he was always on the go, gen- 
really traveling light, he was always 
scrupulously clean and took pride in his 
ability to make a good appearance. 

He was a marvelous story teller, and 
would have proved a mine for a novelist 
or short story writer. Although it is net 
recorded that he ever wrote for publica- 
tion himeelf. 

One of the features noted about hi¢ 
stories was their dignity, good English and 
freedom from profanity, slang or obscen- 
ity. 
Old telegraphers have stories concerning 
tis adventures enough to fill a volume.

Movement of a Newly Formed Society 
to Interest the President in a 
Work Believed to Be 
Much Needed. 


WASHINGTON, April 2.-—The represen- 
tatives of a newly formed organization 
called the National Society for the Pre- 
vention of Loss of Life and Property by 
Fire in the United States has been at 
Washington for the last week for the pur- 
pose of interesting the President in a pro- 
posed investigation by the national gov- 
ernment of the fire losses of the country. 
The Baltimore and Rochester fires, of 
course, made this a timely subject, but 
the plan was outlined before either of 
those disasters. In Chicago, where the 
movement originated, the society’s pros- 
pectus oears the signatures of a number 
of men of high standing in such varied 
lines of activity as are represented by 
James H. Eckels, Graeme Stewart, Judge 
Peter S. Grosscup, and Prof. J. Lawrence 
laughlin of Chicago University, 

The address handed to the President the 
other day by H. B. Seely, general secre- 
tary of the society, after alluding to the 
appalling fire losses of the last decade 
suys: “We believe it to be our privilege 
and duty as citizens to use the machinery 
of our local and state governments ifn at- 
tacking this evil, but the effort to eradi- 
cate must be directed with full knowledge 
of the facts and conditions as they exist 
throughout the entire eountry. No local or 
state government can make or sustain such 
widespread investigations of facts and 
analyses of statistics: This function can be 

rformed completely and thoroughly only 

y the national government under such 
enactment as may be. required to make 
ample provision for the work.’® 

A comprehensive national investigation 
of the fire losses of the country, those in- 
terested in the new society think, would 
reveal the need for very radical changes 
in the schedules of rates now charged by 
the fire insurance companies. As everyone 
knows, the rates are graded according to 
the degree of safety in the particular 
buflding. 

The substance of the contention made by 
this new organization is that the existing: 
fire insurance schedules neither penalize 
sufficiently the .owner who has failed to 
equip his property with the best appll- 
ances, nor reward sufficiently the man 
who provides adequate safeguards against 
fire. In other words, it is claimed that 
unde? present conditions it is made cheap- 
er for the owner to take risks of fire than 
to equip his building properly.

NE DOES not have to look 
far to find an explanation 
of the growing popularity 
of the little men in the 
fighting game. Two rea- 
sons staud above all 
others: 

1. Greatly. increased ac- 
tion. 2. The diminished 
liability to serious injury 
on the part of the con- 
testants. 

Big men are necessarily slow. I have 
seen bouts between good heavyweights 
which seemed tame and uninteresting, be- 
cause of the want of continued action. 

The leviathans of the ring stand facing 
each other without exchanging serious 
blows for minutes at a time. One swing 
destrovs their poise and they cannot re- 
cover with sufficient alacrity to continue 
fighting before felling into a clinch. 

It is naturel that their bouts should be 
slow. In propottion to their bulk all ani- 
maie loose speed, The rhinocerous and the 
Giephant are bound to be proportionately 
slower than the horse. 

At one time in the history of the ring the 
idea prevailed that the bigger the men the 
better the batile. One has only to witness 
a few heavyweight battles to find the fal- 
lacy of this. The big fellows lumber about 
the ring. impressing one with their power, 
naturally. But it is seldom that there is 
any science to speak of displayed by them, 
and still mere seldom that their action is 
repid. 

Jeffries is fairly fast, for a heavyweight, 
but in point of speed I dare say that not 
oxé-third as many blows are struck in his 
bafties as are exchanged in even an or- 
dinary featherweight fight. 

The public wants action. It wants to see 
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each round fought hard from the tap of 


the gong. It-wants blows, footwork, block- 
ing, leading and countering. It still has 
some lingering notion that blood makes the 
battle better, but eve that idea is dying 
out. . 

Time was when fighters loafed along for 
rounds, scarcely exchanging half a dozen 
blows to the three minutes, without any 
spectator protesting. Try it now and a 
storm of hisses and cries of ‘‘fake’’ soon 
wake the fighters up. 

Contests between heavyweights are not 
treated in this way tc the same extent that 
the little fighers are. It is because so few 
big charapionship bouta occur that the pub- 
lic does not know what it is entitled to 
expect. 

But rat on a championship bout between 
little fellows and see what happens when it 
slows up. The crowd simply will net stand 
for it. You have got to keep fighting. 
own experience I have found this 
case. When I fought a fellow 
at St. Louis I ran into 
this nha e¢ of the situation. Keefe was a 
good eno.ich fighter in his way, and in the 
first two rounds he carried the battle to me 
nicely. 1 was high in flesh at. the time 
and could not risk chasing him around the 
ring to a fare you well. I took fit easy, ac- 
cepted sone stiff munches in the face, and 
the first thing I knew the crowd was in- 
quiring very loudly what sort of a cham- 
pion was this—meaning me. I1 kept to my 
policy of fighting deliterately--I had to; 
but the cat-calls I received would have 
made some people go in and hurry. 


As it happened, I was lucky enough to 
find my opening in the third round, when 
I dropped the East St. Louis fighter with 
a hard rap when he was not ,uarding. 

Ordinarily I fight much faster bouts than 
I did that night. I had just ‘ome in on a 
train, was ell tired out and had had no 
opportunity to work out. 
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Although I usually go into the ring for 
ordinary engagements much over my real 
fighting weight, I am even then much 
faster than the big men. 

And it is so with all the little fighters. 
You will find that most of them are twice 
as speedy and therefore twice as clever as 
the heavier men. Bouts by little fellows. 
accordingly, have twice as much action in 
therm, and therefore nlease better. 

Take the battles between McGovern and 
mvself. I dare say there was seldom 
seen more action in fights than in the two 
battles Terry and myself put up. 

Terry allows no man to delay. He is at 
you like a panther, with both hands, bat- 
ting right and left and keeping you count- 
ering, ducking or beating him to a lead. 
A heavyweight could not deliver blows 
fast enough to keep anything like the pace 
of the little men. 


The public has appreciated this fact late- 
ly. It has found that not the size of the 
arm, but the dexterity of it makes the in- 
teresting feature in a boxing contest. And 
so it has taken to the little men. 


Besides the superior science and agility 
displayed by the little fighters, there is 
the argument that there is less likely to 
be serious results in a battle between the 
midgets. 

It is a fact which every fighter can veri- 
fy that in the featherweizht and bantam- 
weight divisions, while knockouts are fre- 
quent, it is seldom that any severe »sun- 
ishment is inflicted. Men are sent down 
for the count, who get up in five minutes 
and are even free from headaches. Danny 
Dauherty was twice knocked out by Har- 
ry Forbes, and he never knew he had been 
hit 10 minutes after each battle. In my 
own experience. Eddie Hanlon received a 
terrific beating from me, both on the body 
and head® and yet, although there were 
scare reports out about the injuries Hanlon 
received, we were together next day and 
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he hed nat the faintest ache or pain. 
The most desperate battles between lit- 
serious results.

| In fact, I eannot recall a ease in which a 


fatality has occurred in the division under 


lightweights. 


But take the case of the big fel'ows: 


These men are develoned especially with 
regard to the punch. Their striking pow- 
ers are constantly being coaxed to higher 
efforts and their science develoned along 
lines which will better enable them to hit 
destiructively. It is rot as in the case 
of the smaller min, where defense plays 
an equal part in his training. To the 
heavyweight it is bow to stop the oppo- 
nent, rather than how to keep him from 
stopping you.

HE pitcher at his 
best, figures almog 
one-third in the 
game of baseball. 
When he is work- 
ing to his full point 
of effectiveness, he 
counts as one-half 
of the whole team 
on defense, and one- 
ninth on the ag- 
gressive.

The boxman is the pivotal point of the 
game and, deservedly, the cred of vic'ory 
or discredit of defeat is most frequently 
attributed to him. 

The importance of good p'tchers to team 
managers is apparent. Pitchers seldom 
come to big leagues in full bloom of ability. 

The valve of a pitcher is determined by 
the following factors: 

1. Coatreol. 

2. Speed and curves. 

&. Headwork. 

4. Position fielding, 

5S. Batting. £ 

When you get a man with an A mark in 
all these particulars you are getting the 
wonder of the age. Nearly all good pitch 
ers have weak points. If: .hey had not 
they would never be beaten. 

Control of the ball is the most important 
manual feature of pitching. Without it. 
the most remarkable curves. shoots and 
speed are nothing. 81 Seymour had the 
most remarkable freaks of almost any 
pitcher, yet he could not hold down the 
berth. 

The best practice in control is to have 
a catcher hold his mitt in different posi- 
t'ons and try to hit it. When a pitcher 
with good speed and curves has found him- 
self, and can rely to a reasonable extent 


on his ability to place balls where the s'g- 


nal calls for them. his attention should 
next be turned to the work of fielding his 
position. 


Inability te handle bunts. or quick drives 
through the box lost many otherwise good 
g2mes for pitchers. The principal a‘'d in 
this particular will be an ability to sige up 
what the batter fe going to do. If a piteher 
is on his guerd for a bunt. one down to- 
ward first or third can be handled in most 
cases, 

Frequentiv a bunt comes on a pitcher 
just as he has heen overbalanced in his 
pitch’ne effort. Recevery in these cases is 
Giffier!t and failures @®cusable. 

Another case that is up to the pitcher is 
when is it advisable to let a hit through 
ihe box pass. Frequently these are so hot 
ae to make the stopping of them a matter 
of considerable risk to the pitcher's hand. 

Very few instances of damage have re- 
sulted from this, however, and tn general 
it is best to co after everything you have 
a chance to get. 

Practice tin handling bunts ts especially 
needful. as if a team finds it can get away 
with them. it will work the unfortypate 
pitcher to the limit. Pitchers hove been

Having mastered curves. cantrol and 
fielding, the piteber is ready for trial tn 
the game.

ON'T you ever believe the day of big 
|) money-making jockeys is Loue. 
Somebody spread that heavy false 
uw.aitim over the country last December; 
but forget about it. Jockeys have the 
chance of their lives to make money this 
year, and the fact is shown by the few 
good men that have been absolutely tied up 
in contracts. 

If I don’t make $25,000 before the sea- 
son is over I will be very much disap- 
pointed and I am not going to ride unde: 
comtract at that. 

Like most of the older men, who have had 
experience at the game, I find that the free 
lance riding is about as profitable as con» 
tract riding, and certainly leaves you more 
liberty. 

Bullman, Redfern and the other riders of 
the older contingent will all try the free 
lance idea. At least they toid me they 
would. 

The situation summed up in a nutshell is 
that there are plenty of horses and vecy, 
very few competent riders. Of men who 
have had years of experience in the saddle, 
and kept up at the top. there are not a 
dozen. 

When a field faces the flag in the big 
Eastern events, such as the Suburban will 
be this year, with every horse a star and 
nearly eyery starter having a o° -nce, there 
are not enough of the really r «ible riders 
to go around. 


But it is not easy to p, a horse bF 
jerking the animal up at t¥ post as many 
suppose. The starte®s aré {1 anxious. to 
make good reputations and their assistants 
are keen and ‘active, they keep a close 
watch on all short-priced horses, especially, 
and generally try to get the choices away. 
It is pretty hard for a jockey to get left 
deliberately on a favorite or well-vacked 
horse without the starter “getting next’ to 
his angle. Jockeys don’t get inducements 
for pulling anything but short-priced 
horses, 

Now if I, or any other rider, am worth 
$15,000 to ride any one individual’s hows 
alone, why can I not. make more 
money by seeking mounts as a free lance 
when the market is short of riders: Car 
I not name my price almost for a big 
stake? When I say “I I mean any 
jockey with a reputation. 

Under the contract system there is no 
such thing as bidding for a jockey b=fore 
a big race, for the simple reason tha: he 
is bound to ride the horse of his employer. 
He is entitled to more than the $25 wi” \ing 
fee, if he rides home first, though of 
course he probably gets a present in a big 
stake event.

The scope of the World’s 
Fair handicap, however, is broader than 
the American Derby in that it is for horses 
3 years old and upward, while the Chi- 
cago event was exolusively for 3-year-oids. 

The World's Fair handicap is a sweep- 
stakes for 3-year-olds and upward, foals 
of.1901 and preceding years. The St. Louis 
Fair Association guaranteeqa the gross 
value to be $50,000, of which $6000 to sec- 
ond, $2000 to third, and the fourth to save 
its stake.

It is barely possible that a new world's 
record will be made, because the class of 
horses engaged in the event has never been 
surpassed by any similar contest in this

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What about Africander, last but by no 
means least of this bright galaxy of 
racers? Africander is a son of Star Ruby 
out of Afric Queen and is owned by Dan- 
lel & Dwyer of New York. In my opinion 
he was the greatest 3-year-old that has 
appeared on the American turf since the 
days of Salvator. 


His performances last year against 
horses of all ages was something wonder- 
ful*® There is no question whatever about 
his ability to go a route and his sprinting 
qualities have been shown time and again. 
He is also a fine «weight carrier, easily 
handled and game as the proverbial pebbie. 
One of his owners is a scion of the Dwyers 
the most famous horsemen of modern 
times. 


A race between Africander, Dick Welles 
and McChesney, under equalized conditions, 
would be worth going a long way to see. 
As I have already said, it is hard to choose 
between them, and one’s choice would be 
largely a matter of sentiment. At this dis- 
tance, and everything considered, Dick 
Welles looks good to the wise ones. 


But if a racing expert values his repu- 
tation he will be careful about making pre 
dictions on a race three or four months 
before it comes off. So much is liable to 
happen in the intervening time to make him 
wish he had not prophesied. Accidents and 
sickness may interfere with the most care- 
ful calculations, and may make some de- 
spised outsider the logical first choice for 
the sweepstakes. 


Representatives of every race and cliime 
will journey to the Fair Grounds June 3%, 
and for one day in seven months the 
World's Fair itself will be in danger of a 
total eclipse. 
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“HOW TO PICK THE WINNERS® 


An Expert Considera- 
tion of the Problem of 
Determining the Relae 
tive Chances of All the 
Horses in Any Race 
When All the Cop4ie- 
tions Are Known.

How to pick the winners, that is the 
question. Many and devious are the meth- 
ods adopted by the turf follower to beat 
this most uncertain of games. It is a cer- 
tainty that in the aggregi..e, more money 
has been lost on Americar  ‘acetracks in 
the last 25 years than in all che operations 
of Wall street in the same period of time. 

What makes the game so fascinating? 

The answer is quick action. The stock 
market may be stationary for an hour, or 
even for a day or a week, at a time, but 
a horse race is a matter that is de- 
cided in a minute or two, the tension and 
nervous strain are relieved, and the fickle 
goddess of fortune smilingly invites her 
votaries to try again. 

There are ways by which a prudent man 
may restrict his losses to a small amount 
and at the same téme have all the amuse- 
ment and excitement which the game af- 
fords. Common sense ir this, as in other 
matters, is a great aid to success. 


But in my opinion a good memory and 
keen observation are the most necessary 
requisites in a contest with the bookmak- 
ers. There is scarcely a race run on any 
track in which one or more horses are 
entered without being ‘‘meant’’ to win. 
They simply race either to condition them 
for future events or, more frequently, in 
order that their owners may get a good 
long price against them in their next at- 
tempt. 

By observing the performances of these 
“in and outers’’. one can make a fairly 
correct guess of the- time they are in- 
tended to win. Memoranda must be kept 
of the conditions that seem favorable to 
them, of the changes in weight and in 
jockeys and other incidents that are lia- 
ble to affect the result. One can then act 
intelligently. 

A large number of people play favorites 
simply because they are favorites. This 
policy usually ends in disaster. Statistics 
prove t¥at only about # per cent of fa- 
vorites win in the United States, and the 
average odds against them is less than 
even money. This clearly shows that no 
money can be made in playing favorites. 

A system which is well worth trying is 
the following, because it has been found 
comparatively successful. 

To win $5 a day, start on a capital of 
$10. Bet enough on the first race to Win 
$. If it wins, repeat. If it loses, bet 
enough to win back your loss and also the 
$ you started out to win. Very few peo- 
ple who go to the races would be satis- 
fied with a profit of $% and so they go 
on playing race after race with dire re- 
sults. No man ever lived who could beat 
six races a day on the same track, but 
the impulse is hard to resist, and the ex- 
citement of speculating is recompense 
enough for some people. 

In playing the system just mrentioned, 
one must follow the selections of Af com- 
petent handicapper or racing expert. With 
sufficient funds at one’s disposal it is al- 
mest impossible to lose by this method. I 
am personally acquainted with several who 
have tried it with considerable success. 


The following is another good handicap 
system, which will oceupy less than 15 min- 
utes and which has been proven successful, 
especially by large betters: 

Take the last four pérformances of each 
horse and credit 25 points for a ‘win, 16 
points for a second and 8 points for third, 
taking no note whatever of any other posi- 
Thus MeChesney runs first, second, 
his record is 2%-16-0-8, or 


tion. 
fourth and third, 
49 per cent. 

Take no notice of weight, distance, time, 
jockey or anything but the result. The 
horse with the highest percentage is the 
theoretical winner. Where two or more 
horses figure the same, take for the first 
the latest runner, the lighter weight or the 
one with the best rider. Almost every 
racegoer has a system of his own. 

The ‘“dope’’ so extensively used nowa- 
days was originated about 15 yeafs ago by 
an enthusiastic follower of the sport 
named Botay. He hailed from New York, 
and for many years held an important po- 


sition as actuary with one of the largest 
life insuranee companies of Gotham. 

By a consolidation of insurance corpora- 
tions he found himself out of employment. 
He was a genius at figures, and determined 
to apply his ability in that direction to 
horse racing. He went at it systematically 
and intelligently employed men to note 
the positions of all the horses in a race, 
at each quarter, and alsc: at the start and 
finish. 

Before his day there was no such thing 
as a racing chart in any daily newspaper. 
The speculator had to depend entirely on 
memory and on stable information. Botay 
revolutionized the business and in a few 
years made a quarter of a million dollars 
by his system. 


Washington Park, Chicago, and Sara- 
toga were the principal scenes of his oper- 
ations. He had the good sense to retire 
in the heyday of his glory and ts now liv- 
ing quietly in New York. 


George E. Smith, better known as ‘‘Pitts- 
burg Phil,’’ is another plunger that fol- 
lows his own ideas. He is, without ques- 
tion, the keenest witted man on the Amter- 
ican turf today. He is a close student of 
form, but he has an instinctive and in- 
tuitive knowledge of horvefiesh, which he 
uses * with extraordinary succiss, and 
which has made him a millionaire. He is 
one of the most unobtrusive of men, calm 
and suave, seldom visits the bittirg ring, 
but he watches each race with the closest 
scrutiny, and his judgment, bazed 9 his 
observations, is wonderfully accurate

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‘Barbed-Wire Fence Utilized for a Telegraph Line fanning 


—_———-\y—- —— 


How Two Ingenious Young New En- 
glanders Solved the Problem of Es- 
tablishing Telegraphic Connection 
at a Mirimum Cost. 


IRELESS telegraphy is not the on- 
W ly sort that does away with the 
expense of stringing wires to con- 
vey the electric current, but probably most 
people don't know that this item of orig- 
inal expenditure was removed, so far as 
short lines were concerned, more than ten 
years ago, and the method then employed 
is as feasible today as it was then. 

A couple of young ingenious New Eng- 
landers solved the problem. Both of them, 
at the ages of 18 and 19 years, were mas- 
ters of the key. One lived in Wilmington 
and the: other in North Wilmington, 
Mass., their homes being a mile and a 
half apart. Each had a cheap telegraph 
outfit set up in his house, and practiced 
during leisure hours, but this form of soli- 
tary amusement soon grew monotonous, 
and there arose the question whether a 
line could not be established between their 
residences. 

“The most serious obstacle to such a 
scheme,”’ said one of the men recently, 
“lay in procuring the wire, which, at the 
lowest estimate, would cost about $2. 


Then batteries would be needed—perhaps a. 


dozen or more of them—and the market 
price of a single battery was from & cents 
tu $1. Poles could be made out of trees, 
while insulators cost but a trifle. But 
where were we to get $30 for wire and 
batteries? 
‘In considering the matter we hit upon 
a novel idea. About 100 feet east of my 
house was 4 barbed wire fence which, we 
found on investigation, extended to within 
only a few rods of my friend's home. The 
fence didn’t follow a straight line by any 
means—there were severa! short breaks in 
it. Here and there it surrounded a cow 
*pasture, or a hennery, or described u semi- 
circle back of a dwelling. But these irreg- 
ularities, .we thought, did not matter. We 
were determined to utilize that fence. 
‘“Wiseacres to whom we confided our 
proposition laughed at it. "Twould never 
succeed, they said, because, in the first 
place, nine-tenths of the current applied

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would escape to the ground by way af the 
posts and trees to which the fence was 
attached. Secondly, they argued, that a 
barbed wire fence was unsuited, anyway, 
for transmitting electricity, because of-the 
poor quality of the wire itself. Thirdly, 
there were too many crooks and turns in 
the fence. 

“Stoutly ignoring all such digcourage- 
ments, we set about executing our plans. 
We knew that paint—ordinary house paint 
was a good non-conductor of elecricity. 
My friend's father had just built and paint- 
ed a new barn, and he had three or four 
quarts of the paint left over. This was 
more than enough for our needs. 

“With a small brush we applied a daub 
at every point where the barbed wire 
Strand we decided to use was fastened. We 
were careful to see that the oily substance 
got in between the wire and! the post, or 
between the wire and the trees, as the 
case mnight be. When the first coat had 
become thoroughly dry, we applied another 
in order to make the insulatidn as com- 
plete as possib’e. 

“With a few hundred feet of covered wire 
we obtained frem the railroad station 
agent we connected the ends of the fence 
at roads and other places where it was 
broken, burying the connecting wire slight- 
ly in the soll, so that nothing would in- 
terfere with it. Before this wire was iaid 
it also was subjected to a heavy coating 
of paint, so that the moisture in the soil 
might not penetrate the covering and 
‘ground’ the circuit. 

“Having finished the metallic part of the 
line, we proceeded to sink a short section 
oi iron rafl six feet in the earth at each 
end of the line—to act as a ground plate 
and enab’e us to use the earth as a return 
wire in the usual Way. 

“Then arose the question of batteries. 
Why, we asked ourselves, were glass cells 
necessary? Would not any sort of elf- 
insulating receptacles of suitable size an- 
swer the purpose? If so, there were enough 
half-gafion paint pots at our disposal to 
furnish a complete outfit of ‘crowfoot’ bat- 
terles. We tried one, by way of experi- 
ment, and found that ft worked admirably. 

“How to secure zinc plates and conpers 
for the batteries was next to be considered. 
We already had four sincs, but at least 
three times that number would be needed. 
I suggested that we make. some ourselves, 
by c@llecting and melting a quantity of old 
zine sheeting which the farmers in the 
neighborhood had used to protect their or- 
chards from caterpillars.

He served 
in the civil war and at its close sécured 
a position with a Wall street banking 
firm, which he held until about a year ago, 
when his health failed him and he was 
obliged to give up the work.
